ind yet their safety is only In flight 1 


A DUTY AFTEII JtliLlKF. 


While, therefore, grave, exciting, and rel- 


atively important as the present exodus of 
a few thousands of colored refugees from 
ilississippi and Louisiana may be, it is only 
an incident of the hour, demanding succor 
and aid in various forms until they have 
line lo select their dwelling places. 
But 


vhat of Ihe 4.000,000 of colored people in 
ho entire South? Their exilement is a 
luestion not to be seriously entertained for 
a mcracnl, either as a desirable or possibla 
vent. 
TUQ American Government is but 


a mockery, and deserves to be overthrown, 
f they are to be left without protection, as 
beep in the midst of wolves. If the Na-
